We orn the Holy Scrip- 
tures of truth, and believe they were given forth by 
Divine Inſpiration, ana that they are profitable for 
Dofrine, for Correftion, for Inſtruttion in Righte- 
ouſneſs, and are able to make the Man of God wiſe 
unto Salvation, through Faith which is in Chriſt 
Teſus : and we eſteem the Holy Scriptures of the Ola 
and New Teſtament to be the beſt Bock in all the

If the Truths laid down in Scripture-words 
in theſe two Paragraphs were Culy kept unto, 
and the mind of the Spirit of God in them, then 
would there be no need of charging of Error 
and Blaſphemy upon that poor dejuded People, 
call'd ®nakers.

Perſon, dos appear in that, when we have an 
account of his Perſon in the Old or New Te- 
ſtament, we have lis Manhood join'd to the 
Divine Nature, 1/a. 9.6, Many Scriptures do 
give the Name CHRIST alone to his Man- 
hood, not thereby to exclude his Divine Na- 
ture, Luke 24. 25, 26. Then he ſaid unto them, 
O Fools and flow of heart to believe all that the 
Prophets have ſpoken  Onght not Chriſt to have ſuf- 
fered theſe things, and to enter into kts Glory? com- 
pared with As 2. 36. Therefere let all the Houſe 
of Iſrael know aſſuredly, that God hath maae that 
fame 7eſus whom ye have cruciſied both Lord ard 
Chriſt. Whenever the Holy Scripture doth 
ſpeak of him in his Divine Narure, it leaves not 
off rhe Diſcourſe, bat by the hand doth lead us 
ro his Manhood : fohbn 1.

In anſwer to theſe two Paragtaphs, I ſay that 
the drift of theſe Words turns the Work of 
Redemption quite out of the Goſpel-Channel, 
and takes down the two main Pillars upon which 
it ſtands 5 which was a transferring our'Sins up- 
on the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and his Righteouſ- 
neſs upon us, 2 Cor. 5, 21. For he hath made him 
to be.ſim for us, who knew no ſin, that we might be 
made the Righteouſneſs of God in him, What 
ground of hope, and certain aſſurance of Sal- 
vation their obedience to the Light, which 
convinceth of fin, will afford them, if they 
could but havea view of their ſtate in the glals 
of the holy Law of God, deſerves their moſt 


ſerious conſideration : For - upon their own 
Principles 
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Principles wichout Perfe&tion, no Salvat ion; 
2nd yer hardly any of them fo hardy, as to ſay 
chey have attain'd it. Their Doctrine may ſute 
1 Self righteous Perfon, but will not go down 
with a heavy-laden Sinner, neither a humble 
Sint 3 both theſe by Faith are led to cloſe with 
the Lord Jeſus Chriſt for Salvation, and can- 
not but acknowlege it their Mercy, that they 
have ſuch good ſecurity in another, when they 
find ſo little in themſelves, To him that work- 
eth mt, bat believeth on him that juſtifieth the Un- 
godly, his F aith is counted for Righteouſneſs, The 
Perſons that come for Salvation .in the Goſpel- 
way, come to Chriſt as ſenſible Sinners, and 
25 ſuch to the Footſtool of Grace; and yet at 
the ſame time are preſſing after a ſincere Obe- 


| dience in a way of Duty yet ſenſibly at- 


tended with much Imperfe&ion.
